Seizure of American Fishing Vessels 
For a Violation of the 
" Modus Vivendi." 



The Transit of Goods in Bond— Regu- 
lating Drawbacks ou Ships' 
Materials. 



(From our own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, May 22.— Capt. Knowlton, of 
the fishery protective service, to-day report- 
ed to the Department of Customs, the seis',- 
ure at the Magdalen Islands, of thoAmerican 
fishing schooner Lawronce A Munroo. This 
is one of the vessels which has been listed 
for seizure for having in May last purchased 
supplies at Canso without having a modus 
Vivendi license and reporting to the Cus- 
toms. A number of other Yankee vessels 
are in tho samo category. The Munroo is 
h Id at Gaspe. 

In connections with the payment of tho 
drawback on ships' material, the new regu- 
lations provide that drawback shall bo paid 
only on vessels which have within them- 
selves the power of independent nauigation, 
either by means of nails, ttoam or other 
motive power. 

Changea aro to bo made in connection 
with the sealing of goods in transit through 
Canada passing from one purt of the United 
States to anoliier part of the states. Cana- 
dian officers at tho frontier are authorised 
to seal cars in transit, and if the Canadian 
seal be broken before leaving the Dominion 
then the goods will be subject to our custom, 
law.

\\ hen the first Victoria game in the 
championship series is called at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, at the Caledonia grounds, 
tho two teams to line up will practically be 
strangers to each other, there being so many 
new faces. Tho Westminsters' season has 
opened with a win from Vancouver, after a 
hard fought game, which showed both teams 
to have splendid endurance as welljas great 
skill, and it would seom that the new blood 
on tho visiting team has by no means weak- 
ened it.

BRUSSELS, May 22. — Tho International 
Congress of Miners was opened in this city 
to-day. Among tho delegates are six mem- 
bers of tho English Parliament, led by 
Thomas Burts and M. Calvignac, mayor of 
Carmaux, whose grievance against his em- 
ployers was tho cause of tho great Carmaux 
strike. Sam Woods, English M.P. and 
president of the Lancashire Miners' Fed- 
eration, was chosen president; M. Calvignac,. 
vice-president; Benj. Pickard, M.P., and 
vice-president of tho Miners National Union 
in Englund, secretary; Thomas Burt, ttens- 
urer. Tho British delegates at once sub- 
mitted their resolution in favor of the eight 
hour working day. The resolution was 
secended by M. Rodett, Belgian delegate, 
and Piedboeuf, French delegate. M. 
Cinger moved this amendment : " In- 
asmuch as the constitutions of labor organi- 
zations vary in different countries, and in 
different districts of the same, it shall be 
left free to every country or district to ob- 
tain the eight-hour day by the means best 
suited to its conditions. " The English dele- 
gates, Bailey and Kerr, spoke against the 
resolution, and thereby embroiled thom- 
selves iu a hot dispute with the 
French and Belgians. Baile, for the 
French miners, reproached Englishmen for 
their lack of international sympathy. Eveiy 
where there was union among the miners of 
the North of France, ho said, that part of 
the country was flooded with English coal. 
He had not heard that the English miners 
had ever raised a hand to prevent this out- 
rage against their French brethren. The 
tibie undoubtedly hud conic when tho form- 
ation of an International Miners' Union was 
imperative. The resolution and proposals 
of amendments wero debated until the ad- 
journment.

Xhw Westminster, May 22.— A Bmall 
cottage on Cornwall street was destroyed by 
lire this morning; loss $1, '150; no insurance. 

The body found in u barn at Port Kails 
on Saturday proves to bo that of J. D 
Cameron, contractor, Vancouver, who ilia 
appeared last January. Another body was 
pick' d up iu the river yesterday opposite 
the city by tho crew of tho steamer Irving. 
It was brought ashore aud speedily ideuti 
fied as that of Brakeman Pushee, who lost 
hit life in tho Sea Uird Hluff accident ou 
March 30, last, along with Engineer Whyte. 
Captain Pittendrigh held au inquest this 
morning, wht-u a verdict of accidental 
drowning wus returned. 

The Great Northern have a gang of men 
at work to-night taking up the track be- 
tween tho Brownsville and South West- 
minster station. 

The water iu tho Fraser continues to rise 
steadily, and in now about four feet below 
high water murk reached in 1S82. Iu the 
vicinity of Nicomiu a good many fields arc 
covered with water, and tho freshet uo.v is 
equal to that of ordinary years. 

A quiet marriage took placj this morning 
at Holy Trinity catlndral, tho contracting 
pirties being VV.

Mineral Production of Canada. 

A statement of the mineral production of 
Canada in 189:2, just issued from the 
Geological Survey Department at Ottawa, 
ahowa the great total value of $19,500,000. 
The largest item is coal, of which the quan- 
tity is stated at 3,290,897 tons, valued at 
§7,181,010 Other non-metallic substances, 
including various structural materials, repre- 
sent ^ total of about $6,750,000. The metal- 
lic mineral productions is thus given in the 
order of value : Nickel, S-'l 513.3 19 ; cold, 
§900,483 ; copp"r, 8821,589 ; silver, S'JUI,- 
510 ; iron ore, $254,208 ; lead, S1!).-|-_'J ; and 
platinum, |3,500 ; total, §5,807,049. Tho 
British Columbia gold was computed at $17 
per ounce, and the silver at 80,^ cents per 
ounce. The report just issued contains 
only a summary statement. The complete 
annual report, with details of the various 
mineral industries and the most recent 
available information regarding mineral dis- 
covery and development, will appear later.

Aa a pul- 
pit orator His Lordship ranks high ; but 
from the fact, presumably, that he has been 
accustomed to speak in much] larger build- 
ings, he moderated his voice, and at times 
it was not ea«y for all to hear him.

Rervice, with appropriate music, and His 
Lordship afterwards addressed the children 
from the words "Consider the lilies," ex- 
plaining to them the meaning of the 11 nver 
service, and to'ling of the beautiful lessonB 
to be learned therefrom.

I hud a gentleman in my store yesterday 
from Portland, Maine, and speaking of the 
weather, ho said he waa delighted with what 
he saw at Jackson park, but he regretted 
vety much for not bringing hia fur cap and 
overcoat along. 1 told him the lake was 
rcapousiule for our weather, and he went 
out saying very unpleasant things about the 
lake, but I said so much about tho climate 
of Chieigo that I fear to dwoll much on the 
Fair, I will say this much though, that all 
that Yankee ingenuity and $33,000,000 
could do, has been done to make the World's 
Pair a grand success.

To Amend the Ccurcil By-Law No. 154. 

(Passed 3rd Sl.-.rch, 18S8.) 

No. 32 Consolidated By-Law, 1880. 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corr oration of 
tho City of Victoria eiincts as follows: 

1. Section 3 of the Council Bylaw is hcroby 
repealed and tho following substituted In lieu 
thereof: 

(3.) Tho Council shall, in nddltlon to the 
statutory meeting provided for by seo Ion 83 of 
tho "Municipal Act.." 18!)?," meet on every 
M nday in tho year at the hour of elglu o'cUck 
in tho evening uilc ss such Moi dny be a public 
holiday, in which cuso tho Couneilfh.il moot 
at tho eamo hour on the day text following 
which is not a public holidny, and at evory 
such meeting five members thereof shall con- 
stitute n quorum. 

2. Section H2 of tho Council By-law is hereby 
repenled and in lieu thereof tho following shall 
bo read: 

"32. Previous to tho introduction of any by- 
law a notice in writing of tho nnnio of tho by- 
law proposed to bo brought forward Bhall bo 
publicly exhibl'ed on the notice bOLidforat 
leaat twenty-four hours previous to the meet- 
ing of the Council, 

'(U.) Aftor a by law lins been introduced it 
may bo at onco rend in Council on ques- 
tion put from tho Chair: 'Shall tho by-law 
(citing ita title) bo now readf which question 
Bhall then i bo open for debate, and for tho ac- 
ceptance or rejection, us the Council may de- 
cide. 

"At this stage tho introducer of tho by-law 
ihall bo first entitled to address tho Council 
and cxpl in tho piovisiona of tho piopofed 
enactment. 

'(b ) Aa Boon ns tho question 'to then rend 
tho by-law' is resolved in the nfllrmatlvu. It 
may bo at onco referred to a Commit! eo of the 
Whole on question to that cif.ct put from the 
Chair. In Committeo of the Whole each part 
mid section of tho bj -law ehullbo read ai d con- 
sit'.erLd, and be open for amendment, nccopt 
nnco or releetion.

3. This by-law may bo cii ed as the "Alder- 
men's Indemnity By-law, 1893." 

Passed tho Municipal Council the twenty- 
sixth day of April, 1893.

TITS AUSTRALIAN TROUBLES. 

The attention of the whole world is 
directed to the succession of bank failures 
ihat hus taken placo In Australia, and to 
the lamentable depression in trade, of which 
those fiilures are a most conspicuous indica 
tion. ' There aro many thooriea as to the 
cause of tho commercial disasters at tho 
Antipodes. Some attributo them to reckless 
speculation, others to equally reckless bor- 
rowing on tho pirt of tho Governments of 
the different colonies, and there uro many 
who believe that the undue aud unwieo 
influence over thoao Governmenta cxerei8ed 
by labor organizations, is at the bottom of 
the present fiouueid troubles, public and 
privuto, of the Australian colonies. The 
Toronto Empire appears to bo of this 
opinion, for in an article on the subject it 
aaya : 

Trade depression, it is claimed, has stead 
ily deepened over since under this unnatural 
oondition of labor legislating regardless of 
i he interests of capital. The lesaon learned 
iaasovtro one, und the hardest p irt of it 
may yet have to crano. Workmen here and 
elsewhere can, if they desire it, profit by tho 
history of Australia in the last half doz=n 
-yours. No one will deny in these d-iys to 
labor u voice in the parliament of tho atate, 
nor cm a word be spoken against tho organ- 
ir.ition of trado guilds und trades unions on 
the principle of "union ia strength," but 
when lubor in the ascendant uses i's demo- 
cratic triumphs aggressively and assumes to 
iot as dictator towards capital, inBtead of 
working amicably with it for the common 
good, oV when capital on the other hand 
purtues a similar policy toward labor, it can 
end but in one thing— as it has ended in 
Australia— financial wretchedness. 

Whether the Empire is right in tracing 
the commercial trouble in Australia to tho 
struggle between Capital and Labor that has 
been going on in that part of tho world for a 
long time, will hi doubted by some, but it 
csrtainly takes the proper view of tho rela- 
tions that should exist between those two 
great forcca. They uro not, in the nature of 
things, antagonistic, and they should not be 
so considered by thoBO who deairo to pro- 
mote social reforms. The agitators who in- 
variably represent the men who have money 
as the natural enemies of the men who 
toil, are shallow ai thinkers as well as mis 
uhicvous U3 ugitators. Tho world wants 
both the work of tho workmen and tl 
money of the capitalist. It cannot progress 
or hardly exist, in its prcaent condition, 
without both. They, too, are neceasary to 
each other. Without capital to mike the 
resources of the country available ttio work- 
mon would havo but little employment, and 
without labor the rich man's capital would 
bo of very little use to him. Surely there 
is wisdom enough in the world to keep them 
both working together for the good of man- 
kind and to prevent their lighting to their 
own detriment and to the detriment of 
ancicty in general. 

It would bo amusing to aeo the roformers 
who liavo neither knowledge or experience, 
propounding theories for tho renovation of 
society, if they did not begin by trying to 
make men distrust and hate ono another. 
This is not tho way to elovato any class, or 
to hotter their condition in any respect, but 
tt is the way to bring ou disorder und cou- 
fusion, and to inoroaso the distrcBa and tho 
hardships of the poor and tho weak. Not 
long ago Australia was considered tho poor 
man's paradise. It was declared that labor 
there was in tho way of getting its rights. 
But labor became unreasonable and exact- 
ing, and we see tho result. Australia is not 
to-divy the poor man's paradise, and it will 
most likely bo many a long day before ho is 
again as well off in that part of tho 
world as lio has been. It ia not so oasy 
to mako any part of tho world a 
paradise, as some onthusiustic people seem 
to think. The "apoody cures" of society 



are very much of tho same nature as the 
speedy cures offered to tho individual. 
They generally leave him a good deal wort-e 
than they f mud him. Australia ia now 
suffering from the tffectB of speody cure. 
The nostrum Iiob created a disease which 
will be much more difficult to cure than the 
original one would have benn, had tho right 
means been used. Australia has a vigorous 
constitution, and it ia young. It will soon 
get well again, and when it does, it is to be 
hoped that it will have benefitted by its 
bitter and ita dearly bought experience. 



A SOLICITOUS NEIGHBOR. 

Tho San Franciaco Call, like a great many 
other American nowepupera, speculates ou 
tho future of Canada. It is, wo suppose, 
natural that they should do so, but it would 
do them no harm to know that Cauadiuns, 
as a whole, are not very solicitous about 
their own future. They are, for tho most 
part, (juito contont to do to-day's duty , to- 
day, letting tho future take caro of itaelf. 
And they are right. Couutries do not gen- 
erally muke history by trying to do so. 
They, as a rule, gro.v. Ouo stage of devel- 
opment succeeds another so quietly and so 
unobtrusively that but very few arc aware 
of tho process that ia contiuuoualy going on. 
Those who are working out the process are 
often us greatly surprised at tho results 
achieved us uro the outside observers. But 
to return to tho Call. It says : 

That Canada cmnot forever remain a pro- 
viuceoes withoutsaying. Someday it must bi 
a nation or a part of the Uuiied States. 
Whether it will embark in a national career 
under bright auspices, or the reverse, de- 
pends u great deal on tho course Which ita 
Government now pursues, it has been too 
prono in the past to waste its energies on 
visionary projects which never have y it-ld.-d, 
and never can yield, u return commensurate 
with their cost. 

There are two opinions about this. Can- 
ada's resources are only now beginning to 
bo understood. Very few indeed have any 
adiquate idea of her capabilities. There 
aro Canadians who believe that the "vision- 
ary projecta " which our contemporary dc- 
criea uro all necessary to enable the inhabi- 
tants of tho country to mako a profitable 
use of their natural advantages. The 
benefits which tho country is to derivo from 
them ure beginning to bo seen. Tho vision 
is becoming a reality, and what the reality is 
going to bo is becoming more and more 
apparent every day. There are many who 
now see that Canadians aro on the way of 
making as much out of their part of this 
great continent as the people of tho Unittd 
States havo made out of theirs. They see 
possibilities for Canada that their fathera 
never oven dreamed of. 

As for the future about which some of our 
neighbors are so solicitous, Canadians do not 
think that they aro shut up to tho alter- 
natives propounded so confidently by ourcon 
temporary. Canada muy not be in the future 
a nominally Independent nation, dependent 
perhaps for ita very existence on the 
goodwill and forbearance of tho United 
States, neitlur is it uccording to the eternal 
fitness of things that it should remain for- 
ever a province. What is to hinder its he- 
coming in good time an integral part of the 
British En.pire in the fullest and widest 
sense ? The idea of continuing to live under 
the dig of Old England und of its being 
their own flag, is much more grateful to the 
man who is a Canadian of many generations, 
than that of his becoming either a citizen of 
the United States or the citizen of a republic 
which can, in the naturo of things, be very 
little else than an appendage of tho Great 
Republic. But tho average Canadian does 
not say much about this, ho does not often 
think about it. Ho loves tho Mother 
Count rj and he ia loyal to his Queen. 
British rule is good enough for him, for ho 
knows it ia tho beat in the world, und ho ia 
not by any means disposed to change his 
allegiance. The rest will, it ia hoped aud 
believed, come in good timo. 



Bohriog Sea, outsido the three-mile limit, 
and, therefoic, could not sell it to the Unittd 
States, it is pluin that, uccording to the 
treaty, tho United States must pay damage 
to Great Brituin, for tho loaaca that British 
aubjecta havo sustained on account of 
those illegal seizures, but thoao sub- 
jects are also entitled to compensa- 
tion for being kept out of llchring 
Sea while tho arbitration was ponding We 
c innot bring ourselves to believe that tho 
United States contracted this obligation 
quoted above, with the deliberate intention 
of repudiating it if the decision of tho arbi- 
trators was not in their favor. 

In the Bumo article of the same document 
there is the following condition on the part 
of Great Britain : 

And, on the other hand, if the 
result of the arbitration shall he to 
deny the right of British sealeio 
to tuko seals within tho said waters, 
then compensation nhull bu made by Great 
Britain to the Uuitod States (for itself, its 
citizens and leasees) for this agreement to 
limit tho Island catch to seven thousand five 
hundred a aeasou upon t he basis of i he diff r- 
enco between this number and such larger 
catch as in the opinion of the at lit' rutins 
might have oven taken without an undue 
diminution of the seal herds. 

Tho high contracting parties went still 
further than this, for the last paragraph of 
tho section reads as follows: 

The amount awarded, if any, in either 
casu shall be such aa under all tho oircum 
stances is just and equitable, and ahull be 
promptly paid. 

When Senator Morgan declared that tho 
United States would not pay damages if 
they wero awarded against it, ho wua 
surely not awure of the obligation contained 
in Article 5 of the modus vivtndi. We havo 
a higher opinion of the Government of the 
United States than appears to have been 
entertained by Mr. Phelps and Senator 
Morgan. Wo aro fully satisfied that it 
will abide by the decision of tho Arbitrators, 
and carry it nut in ovory p.irticuhr, as did 
the British Government the decision of the 
Arbitrators in tho historic Alabama case. 



FAITH WILL BU KEPT. 

When Sir Charles Russell was, a few 
days ago, presenting tho claims of Great 
Britain and exposing the weakness of the 
American case before the Retiring Sea Ar- 
bitrators, he %vas iutert uptcd in a somewhat 
violent und discourteous manor by the coun- 
sel for the United Statea. This hoat aud 
discourtesy miyht be regaided merely as a 
compliment to Sir Charles' ability and elo- 
quence, us they certainly were, had they 
not been aupplemented by a statement from 
Senator Morgan, ono of the United Statea 
arbitrators, that if tho British counsel's 
argument was sound tho United States 
would bo required to pay damages, winch it 
certainly would not do. This was a very 
singul ir declaration for a man occupying a 
judicial position to make. Senator Morgan 
must have read the treaty which provides 
fora court of Arbitration. The ob- 
ject of this treaty is to provide for an 
amicable settlement of tho Retiring Sea dis- 
pute Article 5 of tho modus Vivendi, which 
is a treaty supplementary to tho Arbitra- 
tion Treaty, sets forth : 

If the result of tho arbitration bo to affirm 
tho right of British scalers to take seuls in 
Behring Sea within tho bounds claimed by 
the United States under its purchusu from 
Russia, then compensation ah rill be made by 
tho United States to Great Britain — for the 
use of her subjects — for abstaining from tho 
exercise of that right during the pendency 
of tho arbitration. 

Nothing can bo plainer than this. The 
United States claimed that it had pur- 
chased tho right of exclusive jurisdiction 
over part of Behring Sea, when it bought 
tho territory of Alaska from Russia. This 
was for years the eolo contention of tho 
Americans And it was by virtue of this 
alleged transfer of jurisdiction that tho 
Britisli vessels were boarded on tho high 
sous, their crowa captured, and the vessels 
and ull they contained seized and confis- 
cated. Now, if Sir Charles Russell and his 
assooiate counsel can, to tho satisfaction of 
tho arbitrators, prove that Russia nover 
possessed jurisdiction ovor any part of

(Jkntlhmkn : — We have the honor to for- 
ward copies of reports from the Sanitary 
And Ciiy Engineers and Sewer Inspector. 
With regard to the Viow street sewer, after 
careful consideration of the reports of tho 
Sanitary and City Eugiueora, wo have come 
to tho conclusion that it is unnecessary and 
inexpedient to alter it. 

Wo agikin beg to draw your attention to 
tho absolute utcossity of providing flush 
tanks for tho sewers now iu use, and placing 
tho flip valves in tho man-holea, and to 
remind you that no steps have yet been 
taken ,to oury out these essentials to tho 
proper working of tho separate aowerogo 
system. 

We have decided to accept the work from 
Mr. McBean. 

Havii'g can-fully compared and examined 
tho statements of last Odober and the 
present month, wo Snd the balance due to 
Mr. McB-au to be, an s'a'ed in Sanitary 
Engineer's report, $19 202 37, leaving a 
deScit of $50 1 -19. To this should bo added 
tho Transfer Co 's account nf $4 HO, and 
Commissioners' fees, say §101), which we 
regie', wo must aak your honurablo body to 
provide. 

With reference to the discrepancy with 
the previous statement, we beg to point out 
that, the former Couuoil saw tit,, at the time 
ofS.ee assist, .nee wis most needed in check- 
ing quantities, to discharge the Sanitary 
Engineer's assistant. 

The sower which have been submitted 
ton severe test, have proved their 1 01 - 
ciency, though working under disadvantag- 
eous condit ions, and I he sooner tho system 
is extruded to meet tho n quirementa of the 
population, the sooner will Victoria, with 
its natural advantages, become what it 
should be— tho most healthy city on the 
I'aciSj Coast. 

We also desire to place on record our 
conviction that the works have been carried 
out in a thoroughly satisfactory manner, 
and with every regard for economy.

Sewerage Commissioners. 

Tho reports alluded to iu the communica- 
tion fioni the Sewerage commissioners were 
read. 

Al.o. BeLYEA moved the adoption of the 
report, seconded by Aid. McKillican. 

Alu. STYLES thought the best reason why 
tho View street sewer should bo lifted was 
in the report. The Council should adhere 
to their resolution and have til" sewer lifted 
according to plans and specifications. He 
believed a part of the View street sewer 
waa below level, which was not us it 
Bhould be 

Ald. BbLTEA corrected Aid. K'yles. Tho 
View street, drain had a continual fall and 
no report tho Sewerage committee had ever 
seen showed the sewer to he below level. 

Ald. Styles gave Engineer Wilmot as 
his uu thorny for the auyiug that " the 
sewer was below level." 

Ald. Bkltba — That meant below the 
level of the plan. It was never suggested 
that tho down grade of the sewer had been 
lost. 

ALD. BAKER said that in January the 
Sewerugo engineer had said to him that he 
would see that the portionof the Viow street 
sewer complained of was made good bifore 
ho would recommend lhat tho contractor 
have it taken off Ilia his hands. He 
claimed thai the si v.vr flras below level so 
that the wa'er ran "uphill" instead of 
"down bill." After the reports of the 
Sanitary Engineer, tho Council, it they did 
their duty, would ask him to walk our of 
his oflioe to night. He did not wish to aay 
anything that would bring trouble on him- 
self, but there wus something queer about 
the business. His view was that instead of 
the city having an engineer to look uftor us 
interests, the contractor hud the engineer, 
and that man's name was Edward Mi.huu. 
Ho declared tho work done to be unsatis- 
factory,, and that Alexander Mo Bean had 
made money out of the contract. McBean 
did not wish to leavo Victoria, but would 
remain hero. Ho moved in amendment 
that tho report be received and tabled for 
further consideration. Concluding, he said 
ho would Iiko to have a judicial investiga- 
tion into the whole matter since tho con- 
tract was let. 

Ald. Brack! seconded the amendment. 
He agreed with Aid. Baker. If the Sani- 
tary Engineer was not doing what was right 
.ho ouulit to bo "fiied," but before doing 
this tim Couooil, sewerage commissioners and 
engineers, should moot and havo a con- 
sultation so that matters might bo discussed 
" faco to face." Ho thought a great deal of 
tho trouble had originated with Mr. Mohun, 
who had not guided the Council as ho should 
havo done. A man who " had the gall " to 
, draw #250 a month just for making reports, 
ought not to bo in a responsible position 
like that. Howover, if there wus anything 



wrong, tho commissioners and tho engineer 
were responsible. 

Al.D iloKlIXIOAN thought a good deal of 
tho discussion hud been unfair and uncalled 
for, and thut it wub no part of the duty of 
the aldermen to ridicule the character of the 
commissioners, who wero men of just us 
high standing as any man at the Board. If 
the Vie* street sewer waa unworkable ii 
8'iould not be taken over, but if not, then 
tho report should bo adopted. He was 
Satisfied tho balanco of the sewerage was 
s ititf icfory, but was not suro about this 
View street sections. 

Ald. BkAUO protested that ho had not 
wished to throw out any insinuation about 
any man's cliatacter. 

Ald. Md.nn thought tho sowera had not 
been handled as the Council or the citizens 
desired For instance, no tlusli tanks had 
been put in, and men who pretended to 
know something about the sewers suid they 
would be choked iu six months without the 
tanks. The receut demand for a great deal 
of money hmked like a big bluff at tho rate- 
payers, and he did not hiaituto to say that 
tho whole business looked as if the Council 
and the Eog n-er wero simply trilling with 
I ho people. Whether the bad business man- 
agement was the fault of tho Engineer or 
not he was not prepared to say. 

Ald He.ndekson wanted more timo to 
look into the report. There was no doubt 
ab iut it the engineer did seem to favor tho 
Qu&traotor lo tno detriment of the city, 

Ald. BeLYEA showed from the reports 
that the contractor had not been paid the 
$1,0(>0 for the broken pipe, us alleged by 
Aid Baker. If Aid. Baker and Styles had 
read those reports through, they would not 
have made such statements. 

The amendment to lay the report on tho 
table wus curried by a vote of five to three, 
aa follows: — ■ 

AYES— Aid. Baker, Munn, Henderson, 
Bragg and Styles. 

Nays -Aid. McKillioan, Belyea and Mc- 
Tuviah. 

Lieut. -Col. Holmea wrote agreeing to let 
tho Battery baud play in the Park on alter- 
nate Saturdays. 0.vmg to the strong pro- 
teat received irom the Mayor, he could not 
agree to tho proposition thut the bund play 
on SundayB. 

Ald Aiu DANISH —What letterwas that the 
Mayor wrote! the Council passed no re- 
solution asking such a letter to be written ? 

Ald. McKillioan deieuded tho course oi 

tho Mayor. 

Ald MoTavish (to A'd. McKillican)-— 
Didjou iuBiruct the Muyor to write that 
letter ? 

The Mayor said he hud a copy of the 
letter downstairs. 

Ald Mo Tavish -I would liko to see it. 

The Mayor went for the letter, which 
waa read. 

Ald MoTavish —I want to know who 
runs this oit), the Council or the Major ? 
t consider that thut letter is tantamount to 
sujingthatif the Council passes u resolu- 
tion that does not suit the Muyor, be will 
do all he can to defeat the Council. 1 think 
that letter wus veiy ill ud vised, and I beg 
to move that the Mayor, in writing that 
letter, has, iu the opinion of the Council, 
exceeded his duty. 

After a dead silence for about two 
minuies, Aid Belyea moved that the letter 
from Col. Holmea be referred to the Finance 
committee. 

Ald Munn wanted to know if the letter 
refencd to wua written by Robert Beaven, 
mayor, or simply by Robert Beaven. Tho 
qu-stiou raised by Aid. MoTavish waa one 
mat should nut be passed over lightly, and 
though, iu the present case, many people 
would condone the offence, still tho fact re- 
mained i hut it the Muyor wrote that letter 
us Mayor of the city, ho did not do what 
was right. 

Ald Styles agreed with Aid. Munn that 
the Mayor had no right to overrule the 
Council. 

'I'm: Mayor— I did what I thought was 
right, and um answerable oniy to those who 
sent me hero. 

Ald. Bklyea aaid he wua in tho same 
poaitiou as Aid Munn. Personally he did 
not exprei-a un opinion ua to what he 
thought of Sunday music io tho park, but 
aa the Council were custodians of the paik 
for the benefit of the public, he did not 
think it right, to deprive any section of tho 
c immunity of tho uso of the park, and 
there were some who would not go there if 
there wus Sunday music. 

ALD HendBHSuN thought it was not the 
province ol the Mayor to defeat the action 
of the Council, and did not think there 
could be any excuse for the action of the 
Muyor, who hud opposed the whole thing 
from beginning to end 

TUB Mayor wanted to know if he could 
not express his dissent to uny by-law for in- 
stance that piased the Council? It would 
be uu extraordinary prop sitionif his mouth 
was to be closed simply b. cause u resolution 
of the C- uncil was passed. 

Ald Henderson— Do you menu to say 
thut you have a right to defeat the action ot 
the Council ? Suppose the Council were lo 
pisa a motion instructing tho Sanitary In- 
spector to do a certain thing, would you 
h ve any right to instruct him not to do it ? 
You know perfectly well you havo no right 
to exercise any. such power ! 

Ald BAKER moved that the letter be re- 
ferred to the Finance committee to report. 

Ald Munn wanted to know if it waa to 
be a matter of praciico that the minority 
were always to rule. 

Ald. Bragg wanted tho band to play in 
tho market. 

Al.D. Baker's motion waa carried. 

Mr. J. Lowe, deputy minister of agricul- 
culture, wrote that the Dominion Govern- 
ment tin d passed an order iu council grant- 
ing 81,000 in aid of the euro of lepers on 
Daroy Island for twelve mouths from the 
1st of July last. Tho letter was forwarded 
aa un enclosure from Messrs. Thos. E irle 
and E. (!. Prior, M'a P. Tho letters were, 
received and Bled. 

A letter from tho Secretary nf tho De- 
partment of Agriculture for tho Dominion, 
acknowledging the receipt of the city's claim 
for $25,000 quarantine expenses, wua receiv- 
ed und tiled. 

A letter from tho B. C. Pottery Co., en- 
closing interest ace mot dueon sewerage pipe 
waa received and and referred to tho Ein- 
anco commit! eo to report. 

Ald. Munn roae to a question of privi- 
lege. Some time ugo it was decided to call 
for tenders for certain debentures. Ho 
wanted to know when it wus tlio intention 
to lay these before the Council. 

Thf. Mayor expluinod that tho deben- 
tures had been sold at u satisfactory price 



and he had advised all tho uliUrmen of the 
transaction. 

•Ald Munn thought it was not the way 
business should bo carried on, that in eo im- 
portant a matter the Council, especially the 
members of the Financo committee Bhould 
bo ignored. 

The cnmmitteo appointed to deal with the 
matter of straightening Belleville street, re- 
ported uu urraugoi.aeiit for the exchange oi 
land so ns to ilo the wotk. The report wua 
referred to the City barristers to draw a by- 
law. 

Tho Council adjourned at 11 p.m.

NOTICE TO SEALERS, 

The Senior Naval Officer at Esquimau Issues 
a Proclamation Which Will be Head 
With Interest. 

The following notice which has just been 
issued, will bo read with interest by all 
Victorians, but especially by those im- 
mediately interested in tho sealing industry : 

" To tho owners and masters of all scaling 
vessels under the British fl ig and othera 
concerned: I, Hurry Francis Hughes Hul- 
lett, captain of Her Majesty's ship Gurnet, 
and senior naval nflicor present, hereby give 
warning and remind you that aealing ia pro- 
hibited in the Retiring Sea, und call upou 
you to inform me without delay, through 
the Collector of Customs at Victoria, of the 
place and date which your veeaela employed 
in tho seal fishing aro to rondevoua during 
the season 1803 

" Should you fail to comply with this de- 
mand, I hereby givo notice I shall consider 
that the orders relative to sealing havo been 
evaded, and ahallcauseuny such vessels to be 
Beized, warning or no warning, if caught in 
the Behring Sea. 

" Orders relative to sealing in the vicinity 
of tho Russian Ialunds have already been 
published, and all vessels found within tho 
proliibiteddistances with sealing implements 
or skins on board will bo "liable to seizure."

There waa a question between the crewa 
of the sloop Gracio Felitz and Fruncel 
which had outrun the other in the 
rim from Port Townsend to Victoria via 
Dungeness, and it was decided by the cup- 
taina of the fleet, last evouing, in favor of 
the Frar cel. The entries were the sloops 
Xora, Gracio Felitz and Margery, and 
achoonera Pilgrim and Rainier, of Seattle, 
and tho Fraucel, of Port Townaend. 

The start was mado from Port Townaend 
at 10 a.m. Sunday morning, Commodore 
liarneBou giving the aienal from the deck of 
the Francol, the tun to DungeneBS against a 
headwind being tiresome, beeuuso of a pro- 
vailine calm and light breezes. 

At .'1 p m. Dungeness wus reached and a 
stay imulo until 7 p m., until the west wind 
freshened from the Struits. Twenty-five 
hungry yachtsmen diied at tho only hotel, 
and near tho end crumbs were ut 
a premium, bb tho larder of the 
kitchen waa drained of every vestige of 
food. The proprietor hud n tired and hun- 
giy look, as if he would have to skirmish 
for 8' mething to eat. 

At 7 p. m. tho start for Victoria was 
made. The wind howled and tho tide rips 
roared. The yachis were scattered by the 
tide, which wua in the large flood. 

The Francel and Xora led, the latter 
holding the windw-.rd p,s:'i r; the Mar- 
(jery and Grucie I'YIuz following close 
seconds. Tho BchouLers did not sail to 
Dnogness, but stood directly ucross. At 9 
p m., the Xora leached a point near Trial 
island at the west end in the lead, but lost 
it soon after by not standing into the harbor 
until the harbor lights were made out cor- 
rectly. The Francel, followed by the Graco 
Feli z, glided into the outer hurbor just as 
daylight was breaking to the east. 

A few minutes later the Xora dropped her 
anchor in the inner harbor, and tho crews 
retired for a little snonzo. The Pilgrim ar- 
r'-ed next, followed by tho Margery and 
l< dnier several houra after the first arrivals. 
The strong head tide and light wind had 
prevented a quick run, but tho race waa 
alive with incidents of un amusing charac- 
ter. Several of the crew on board the Xora 
took the n fleeting of the moon from a break 
in the clouds as a yacht bearing down on 
the starboard quarter.

Popo Leo yesterday gave a formal recep- 
tion to one thousand pilgrims from Malta. 
Archbishop Pace of Rhodes introduced the 
pilgrims and read an address on their be- 
half, to which the Pope replied in tho Latin 
language.

The police were Btoned when 
they interfered, and had a hard atrugglu 
before they could rescuo tho two men. 

Kaiser Wilhelm reviewed tho battalion 
ef instruction In tho presence of his suito 
yesterday at Berlin. Many of tho royal 
family and the attaches of the foreign em- 
bassies and legations were present. After 
tho march past field service was 
held, Chaplain Kessler officiating 
At tho dinner following tho field 
exercises the Emperor toasted the 
army as "Strong, eflicieut and faithful." In 
conversation with his Generals he said he 
would not call tho Prussian reserves under 
tho colora this year, ua he did not wiah to 
keep the men from tho polle next month or 
to interfere with barveating. 

While a train on tho Traleo & Dingle 
railway (Ireland) waa going down a ateep 
grade yesterday, the engine driver lost con- 
trol of tho engine, as the brake would not 
work. The train ran at a high rate of 
speed half-way across a viaduct on a curve, 
then jumped tho track und fell fifty feet. 
Five passengers were killed instantly and 
twelve more wero wounded.
